Nebraska M ay Not 
Get 3rd Judgeship

Nebraska is one of nine states slated 
to 
lose 
out 
on 
additional 
federal 
judgeships if the recommendations of 
the House Judiciary Subcommittee are 
followed, it was learned from a con­ 
gressional source Monday. Nebraska 
is hoping for one additional judge. 
In all. the subcommittee dropped 16 
judgeships from the Senate passed bill, 
which had called for 70 additional 
federal district judges, the Associated 
Press learned. 
However, this action is subject to 
review by the full committee, the 
House itself, and if some or all of 
the judgeships are not restored before 
final action is taken by the House, 
there is still a chance for favorable 
action in the Senate-House Conference 
Committee. 
As ranking Republican member of 
the Senate Judiciary C o m m i t t e e , 
Nebraska Sen. Roman Hruska, would 
be a member of the conference com­ 
mittee. 
The judicial conference which is 
made 
up 
of 
federal 
judges, 
had 
recommended 68 additional judgeships. 
The Senate deleted six from this list, 
but 
added 
eight, 
calling 
for 
70 
judgeships in the bill sent to the House. 
Although the subcommittee report 
was not made public, the Associated 


Press was told by • a source which 
could not be identified that the list 
of 
judgeships 
eliminated 
included, 
besides the one Nebraska judgeship: 
One 
in 
the Southern 
District of 
Florida; two in the Middle District 
of Florida; one in the Northern District 
of Indiana and one in the Southern 
District of Indiana: one in Maryland, 
one in the Western District of Missouri; 
two in the Southern District of New 
York; two in the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania: 
one 
in 
the 
Western 
District of Pennsylvania; one in the 
Eastern District of Texas; one in the 
Northern District of Texas; and one in 
the Southern District of West Virginia. 
The third judgeship has ramifications 
in Nebraska because one judgeship is 
being vacated by the retirement of 
Judge Robert Van Pelt of Lincoln. 
Warren K. Urbom of Lincoln has 
been recommended by both Nebraska 
Senators and Sen. Carl T. Curtis has 
urged that he be nominated promptly. 
However, Sen. Hruska has urged that 
the 
appointrnent 
be 
delayed 
until 
Nebraska gets the third judge. His 
argument is that the chief judge in 
Nebraska should sit in Omaha rather 
than Lincoln. If Urbom were named 
prior to the appointment of a new 
judge, Urbom eventually would be­ 
come chief judge. 


Washington (,T) — President 
Ni.xon’s 
projected 
b u d g e t 
surplus is built on borrowing 
and will disappear, a high con­ 
gressional critic said Monday as 
the administration kept predic­ 
ting a curb on inflation. 
Rep. George H. Mahon, D- 
Tex., chairman of the House 
A p p r opriatlons 
Committee, 
while 
downgrading 
the 
im­ 
portance of the razor-thin $1.3 
billion 
surplus, 
nevertheless 
pledged that his committee will 
do all possible to stay within 
Nixon’s $200.8 billion spending 
estimate for the year beginning 
July 1. 
In defense of the budget. 
Treasury Secretary David M. 
Kennedy contended, “ There are 
definite 
indications 
that 
the 
policy of restraint is 
taking 
hold.” 
Not Satisfied 
“ I recognize that the results 
up to now — in terms of price 
changes — will not satisfy any 
of you in this room,” Kennedy 
told the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee in 
written 
testimony. 
“ They don’t satisfy me.” 
But 
later, 
r e p l y i n g to 
newsmen’s questions about the 
housewife’s outlook for better 
prices at the grocery 
store, 
Kennedy said there is usually a 
lag before lessening inflation is 
reflected in reductions at retail. 
“ This (retail level) will come 
down as we move ahead, I am 
sure,” he said. 
Cjiairman Paul W. McCracken 
of the President’s Council of 
Economic 
Advisers said 
the 
body is looking into recent in­ 
creases in retail meat prices 
while prices paid to livestock 
producers were going down. 
Greater T^an Usual 
“ This may be in part due to 
the inevitable lag,” he said. 


“ But the magnitude of the dif­ 
ferential is greater and the ad­ 
justment 
slower 
than 
usual. 
That is what we are looking in­ 
to.” 
Kennedy provided one more 
strong administration hint that 
the Federal Reserve System will 
loosen its monetary restraint if 
the expected slowdown of the 
economy nears a danger point. 
“ I believe that our present 
economic policy will avoid a 
serious 
downturn while suc­ 
cessfully reducing inflationary 
pressures,” he said. “ However, 
there are discretionary powers 
in competent hands which I 
think 
give 
us 
pretty 
good 
assurance that timely coun­ 
termeasures will be taken if and 
when they become clearly re­ 
quired.” 
Debt To Rise 
Mahon gave Nixon credit for 
constructing a tight budget to 
fight inflation, but said that 
despite the projected modest 
surplus, “ the federal debt is 
estimated to increase by about 
billion in fiscal 1971.” 
The new unified budget con­ 
cept first used under President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, Mahon said, 
makes it possible to show a 
surplus when the government is 
borrowing spending money for 
current needs from the Social 
Security and other trust funds. 
Under the previous system, he 
said, the new budget would show 
a $7.3 billion deficit instead of a 
$2.3 billion surplus. 
“ I point out these important 
facts in 
the 
hope 
that 
the 
headlines in 
the 
papers in­ 
dicating a budget surplus will 
not generate an atmosphere of 
complacency,” Mahon said.

Present and long range plans for Nebraska 
agricultural cooperatives were unveiled here 
Monday during the 24th annual meeting of 
the Nebraska Cooperative Council. 
Heading the list of plans was the merger 
of dairy cooperatives from Minneapolis, Minn, 
to St. Louis and Springfield, MO. 
The merger will include the present 4,000 
dairy 
producers 
of 
Central 
States 
Dairy 
Cooperative in an alliance with Mid American 
Dairymen, inc. and will result in more than 
18,000 dairy producers joining in one large 
cooperative. 
Duplication A Luxury 
W. J. (Buck) Grant of Omaha, general 
manager of Central States Dairy Cooperative, 
noted the general theme of the future of 
agricultural cooperatives when he explained the 
proposed merger by saying, “ Operating excess 
and duplicated services are a luxury farmers 
can no longer afford.” 
Grant said there is no question but that 
the dairy farmers of the three cooperatives 
can be better served under one organization. 
He said an alliance of such a scope would 
place the dairy farmer “ m the best possible 
position to bargain with big business.” 
Grant said the larger dairy cooperative 
would als.0 place dairy farmers in the position 
of having more influence on legislative matters 
both on the state and national levels.

Ken Nielsen of Kansas City, Mo., vice 
president of Farmland Industries feed division, 
told

and that individual cooperatives do not have 
the time to fight one another. 
The trend toward the farmer having an 
interest in his products until they reach the 
consumer was indicated in a report given by 
Don Lehr, Omaha manager of Far-Mar-Co., 
which was formed from merging four regional 
cooperatives 20 months ago. 
Lehr explained how Far-Mar-Co. has gone 
into the processing of cereal grains for food, 
and how research is leading to changing the 
texture of vegetable protein and the production 
of an edible soybean flour. 
Complications Seen 
Lehr 
said 
that 
now 
undependable 
rail 
transport service would probably be further 
complicated by a 
“ heavy 
abandonment of 
branch railroad lines.” 
He said the future of grain cooperatives 
will be directed toward contracts with mills 
for extended periods and with large feedlots. 
He said this influence on grain marketing 
by cooperatives would extend to the “ production 
contract” and “ future delivery contracts” with 
the producer. 
Lehr 
viewed 
a 
further 
merger 
o f 
cooperatives and predicted that cooperatives 
located on main rail lines would have an ad­ 
vantage. 
Unseen Factors 
The uncertainty of farm programs and the 
high cost of credit provide a number of unseen 
factors 
for 
agricultural 
planners 
t h a t 
cooperative leaders warned rriUSt result in the 


farmer looking with more intensity than ever 
before 
at 
the 
advantages 
of 
large 
farm 
cooperatives. 
Ralph Hofstad of Ft. Dodge, Iowa, president 
of Felco’s farm regional cooperative, urged 
farmers not to be hindered by past prejudices 
and practices. 
“ Farm cooperatives must attract people and 
dollars at a much faster rate than in the past,” 
he said. 
Hofstad said communities need have little 
fear of the planning of large national farm 
centers 
if 
local 
communities 
and 
farmer 
cooperatives keep modern in their planning 
and in servicing of agriculture. 
Corporate And Family Farms 
He said the future will find the corporate 
and industrial-type farm along with the family 
farm. 
The family farm of the future he described 
as a unit that will possibly find three or four 
farmers forming 
a syndicate to spread their 
fixed costs and to take advantage of volume 
purchases and sales. 
Hofstad expects custom farming and the 
use of more contracts for equipment and labor 
to be utilized by the farmer during the 1970s. 
“ Survival is the overriding feature today. 
Growth for growth’s sake will not be enough: 
the results must produce efficiency,” added 
Hofstad.

Bureau of Labor Statistics for 
the United States during the 
past y ear. 
Corn Loss High 
For ex ample, Nebraska’s all 
time record 19 6 9 corn crop of 434 
million bushels was purchased 
at about the same price per 
bushel as the prev ious y ear’s 
crop, he said. 
h’iguring six cents per bushel 
as the inflation loss on the total 
number of business, corn pro­ 
ducers hav e lost more than $26 
million in the v alue of their 
crop, he said. 
The slate’s total agricultural 
production 
during 
196 9 
was 
estimated at $2.25 billion, he 
said. 
Apply ing the 6 .1% inflation 
figure to the total, the loss 
comes out to $157.5 million to the 
Nebraska agricultural economy . 
Farmers know that the things 
they must purchase are costing 
them much more, Nelson said, 
but the forces of inflation are 
harder for them to understand.
